The North Vietnam- 
ese took Muong Phalane two 
weeks ago. 


Dong Hene had a population 


of about 1,500. An official in 
Vientiane, the Laotian capital, 
said soldiers and civilians be- 
gan fleeing when the first bar- 
rage of rockets came in Mon- 
day afternoon.

Hene went up in flames," he 
reported, but he said he had no 
information on casualties.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has given final approval 
to a bill carrying a 5-per-cent 
increase in Social Security ben- 
efits and the basics of Presi- 
dent 
Nixon's 
welfare-reform 


plan. 


"I have been assured by the 


President himself that the ad- 
ministration is in full support of 
this bill," the committee chair- 
man, Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark., said Monday. 


Although 
President 
Nixon 


would have preferred not to 
have the benefit increases tied 
to welfare, Mills said, the $12- 
billion legislation has bipartisan 
backing and should clear the 
House easily. 


The 
estimated 
$2.1-billion 


benefit boost would take effect 
June 1, 1972, on the heels of a 
10-per-cent increase this year 
and a 15-per-cent hike last 
year. 


It was written in by a 13-12 


vote Monday after Rep. Joe D. 
Waggoner Jr., D-La., shifted 
his position from last Thursday. 


The welfare portion of the 


measure, a modification of Nix- 
on's family assistance plan, 
was criticized anew by the Na- 
tional Welfare Rights Organiza- 
tion and a Coalition, Campaign 
for Adequate Welfare Reform 
Now. 


"The bill is an insurance pol- 


icy for state treasuries 
but 


hurts poor people, especially 
women and children," 
said 


George A. Wiley, executive di- 
rector of the National Welfare 
Rights Organization. 


"It is worse than the present 


welfare system," commented 
David M. Ackerman of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, a 
member of the Coalition. 


By establishing a $2,400 in- 


come floor for families of four, 
the Federal government would 
take on a bigger share of the 
nation's welfare costs. 


Mills said the measure would 


make it harder to get on wel- 
fare and easier to get off. He 
cited federal regulated screen- 
ing and uniform national stand- 
ards for eligibility, and job 
training and financing of public 
service jobs.

The proposed Social Security 


benefit increase next year 
would impose no immediate 
payroll tax hikes beyond those 
already contained in the meas- 
ure to pay for the boost passed 
earlier this year.

Impersonates Brother 


Army Dislikes It 


YARMOUTH, Maine (AP) - 


The father of an Army rifleman 
whose older brother w^nt to 
Vietnam to finish out his tour 
of duty says the younger broth- 
er is now en route back to Viet- 
nam. 


Carleton R. Storer added 


Monday night that the older 
brother, Wesley, 22, was being 
held by military authorities in 
Vietnam and could be sen- 
tenced to five years in a South 
Vietnamese prison for illegal 
entry. 


Storer said Wesley, himself 


kept out of the war by a bad 
leg, agreed to impersonate his 
brother Glenn, 21, after the ra- 
dio 
operator-rifleman 
came 


home to Yarmouth April 9 for a 
two-week 
leave 
after 
five 


months in Vietnam. 


Storer said Glenn was ship- 


ped out of Ft. Devens, Mass., 
late Monday. 


He said that a few weeks aft- 


er Glenn's leave ended federal 
officials notified him that some- 
one was impersonating Glenn 
in Vietnam and asked him to 
verify identification. "It was 
then he learned that all this 
switching they'd been kicking 
around had become a reality," 
Storer said. 


Wesley, interviewed in Viet- 


nam by a CBS-TV newsman, 
said his brother's buddies cov- 
ered up for him, but he was 
turned in the day before a 
march into the field. 


Storer, who also has a 17- 


year-old son and a ^-year-old 
daughter, said that after hear- 
ing from federal authorities he 
contacted Glenn's girl friend 
and the next day Glenn called 
from Virginia. He then re- 
turned to Portland to surrender 
to federal authorities, his father 
said. 


"Glenn didn't want to go 


back," his father recalled. "He 
told us it's all pointless over 
there and that they were play- 


ing games with his life." 


Storer, an engineer, 
said 


Glenn had worked with his sur- 
veying crews before he entered 
the service and had never been 
interested in antiwar move- 
ments. "But he was embittered 
when he came back," Storer 
said.

With new postal rates going 


into effect two days after the 
meeting, it was most appropriate 
for the club to hear Carl Sanders, 
a Postal Service officer from Hot 
Springs, speak on "The Postal 
Service, 
Something 
That 


Touches The Lives Of Every 
Citizen." He was introduced by 
Comer Boyett. 


"America's postal system, a 


gigantic operation, is the 10th 
largest business in the United 
States with sales of $6.6 billion a 
year," he said. He discussed the 
postal reform act of 1970 and its 
objective. He told the Rotarians 
that the act would not mean a 
reduction in advertising mail 
because commercial direct mail 
is a profitable source of revenue. 


Regarding Saturday mail 


delivery, he said that ad- 
justments will be made in 
delivery service in areas where 
there is little or no demand for 
Saturday service. "The postal 
service needs to change to keep 
up with the changing society in 
which we live," he explained. 


Other facets of the mail ser- 


vice of today which he discussed 
included 3 types of self-service 
postal units, the ZIP code, and 
obsene mail. 


"On July 1 the Post Office will 


transfer 
authority 
from 


bureaucracy bound government 
control to an independent federal 
agency.

Eventually, the arbitrator ruled 


against him. But Mike, still not 
satisfied, decided to file a damage 
suit against the union itself.

enough." he argued in court. "At 
the arbitration hearing, the union 
representatives didn't even know 
the facts of my case. Further- 
more, they forgot to tell me the 
date of the hearing, so 1 wasn't 
even there. They also forgot to 
keep record of proceedings." 


The court decided that the 


union had indeed fallen down on 
its job and would have to pay 
damages to Mike. The judge said 
a union must show reasonable 
diligence in standing up for the 
rights of its members. 


Most courts agree. However, 


that does not mean a union is 
liable every lime a member's 
grievance is turned down. As a 
practical matter, the law gives a 
union considerable leeway in de- 
ciding how to handle a particular 
grievance.

Next season, it 
will have a dedicated mayor in 
the person of Anthony Quinn, 
one of the big motion picture 
names prepared to take a flyer 
in series TV. 


Mayor Alcala is a big, rum- 


pled man, infinitely more inter- 
ested in running the city and 
helping his constituents than in 
developing his image. He is, of 
course, very honest and brave. 
In the .pilot film he was charg- 
ing around trying to shrug off 
police protection although there 
was a bomber running around 
trying to get him. 


Although the mayor's city- 


he has been head man for 16 
years—is never named, the 
background 
has a distinct 


Southwestern flavor, and the 
mayor occasionally slips into 
fluent Spanish when talking 
with his housekeeper or some 
of his people. 


The action in the film cen- 


tered on the mayor's efforts to 
postpone action on converting 
some 
university-owned 
land 


into an industrial park. The 
project 
had caused disturb- 


ances among students violently 
opposed to the plan, and the 
mayor, of course, also was re- 
luctant to see open spaces dis- 
appear. 


The bomber 
managed 
to 


plant his device in the mayor's 
elevator in time for the ex- 
plosive climax, but his as well 
as the mayor's escape from in- 
jury was both predictable and 
familiar. It was, in fact, a pret- 
ty slow-moving story, obviously 
put together to introduce a 
character. 


Quinn does a good jqb as a 


harried, impatient man faced 
not only with day-by-day prob- 
lems and a fanatic at large but 
with the necessity of campaign- 
ing for re-election. 


The concept, pruned down to 


an hour may work nicely as a 
series. They may have a little 
problem with his marital stat-, 
us. Mayor Alcala, unlike most 
of TV's dedicated servants of 
the people, is not a widower. 
His wife, whom he has not seen 
for seven years, is teaching 
school in distant Pennsylvania.

Con'f Stop 
Drilling 
in Park 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


attorney general's office said to- 
day that the state apparently 
cannot forbid Ouachita Explora- 
tion from drilling for minerals 
in Moro Bay State Park. 


The park was established in 


1967 by the legislature but the 
definite boundaries were not es- 


tablished until last Nov. 1 when 
the state acquired a su-year 
lease for $1. 


Last March, however, Oua- 


chita Exploration obtained a 
lease on the minerals through a 
bankruptcy settlement with Tex- 
as Continental Oil. 


L. E. Surles, director of the 


Parks and Tourism Depart- 
ment, asked the attorney gen- 
eral's office whether a company 
could legally drill in the park 
even if it did hold mineral 
rights to the property.

Heat Affects Heart Action 
By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Do I need 


to get a doctor's approval to 
use sauna or steam baths? 


Dear Reader—P e r h a p s 


soon you will. The Federal 
Trade Commission is study- 
ing the possibility that they 
are health hazards. 


Why? Because both dry 


and wet heat cause changes 
in the action of the heart and 
circulation. The heart has to 
work harder and the blood 
pressure goes up. This, inci- 
dently is why exercise in the 
heat puts a greater stress on 
the circulation than exercise 
in cool weather. 


The 
FTC 
has 
already 


issued a warning to elderly 
people and those with high 
blood pressure, heart disease 
and diabetes to consult their 
physician before using dry 
or wet heat. The commission 
also suggests sauna baths 
and steam baths should not 
be used until at least an hour 
after .eating and not at all 
while under the influence of 
alcohol and a variety of 
drugs and medicines, inclu- 
ding stimulants (this does 
not include certain diet pills) 
and tranquilizers. The re- 
ducing parlors that depend 
upon steam baths may be in 
serious trouble.

Dear Dr. Lamb—After an 


examination my doctor said 
I had severe atrophic vagini- 
tis. Is there danger of can- 
cer? Also what is the cure? 
Should I avoid intercourse? 
It's very painful. 


Dear Reader — Atrophic 


vaginitis usually occurs in 
older women. It simply is 
atrophy of the spongy cell- 
ular lining of the vagina, 
with a decrease in the nor- 
mal secretions causing "dry- 
ness." It is caused by insuf- 


ficient female hormone. The 
maturation and n o r m a l 
function of the sex organs is 
dependent 
upon 
hormones 


and when these are not suf- 
ficient, for example after the 
menopause, normal function 
is curtailed. 


The "dry" vaginal vault is 


easily irritated, and painful 
intercourse is the rule. The 
condition can usually be re- 
lieved by taking female hor- 
mones. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What 


makes one's stool a very 
light color, almost a real 
light clay color? Does it 
mean I have a baa liver? 
Doctor says my gall bladder 
is all right. When I eat 
greens or beets and things 
like that the stool is a natural 
color. 


Dear Reader—The color of 


the stool is normally de- 
pendent upon the food you 
eat and the various pigments 
thg.-.ljver releases into the 
bile. It is true" that if the 
bile flow into the intestine is 
prevented that the stools can 
become 
very 
light, clay 


colored or chalky in appear- 
ance. 


People who eat little meat or 


who consume large amounts 
of milk, bread and foods 
without pigments sometimes 
have l i g h t clay colored 
stools. Taking iron tablets, 
eating foods like greens, add
